2, Pride and blind ambition, 
Abſolon-like, and Stanley-like, in the Reign of Henry 7.: Some 
carrying a ſelf King in their boſome, thinking themlelves fitter 
co Rule, then the Ruler hiniſelf. 3. Covetoulnefſe the root of 
all evil , ſetting the Nations on fire , that rhey might "ſteal the 
g00ds , and troubling the waters, that they may catch the fiſh; 
and having catched the prey and booty, became mad againſt Mo- 
narchy, leſt it ſhould plume them. 4. Old rooted malice againſt 
Monarchy upon fome private and ſelfiſh account , making them 
reſtlefſe and vigorous in oppoſition. Theſe luſts ſwelling like the 
raging ſea, upon ſuſpition and hear-ſay of the reſtitution. of Mo- 
narchy, did caſt up mire and dirt, and were enraged at it ; But 
what men could not do to the ſea ,. the Lord: did his power tg 
thefe luſts : He tilled the noiſe. of theſe raging waves, Plal. 65. and, 
7. and 69. 9. and tamed their fury , and landed Monarchy ſafe on, 
our Coaſts, and ſet it up amongſt us onits pinacle.: | 
' Thefecond great work , is the ſetting of that Government on. 
the right Shoulders, putting the Crown . on the head of Him 
whoſe by right it is, and ſettling it in the. hand of the owner 
our gracious and dread Soveraign, King CH ARLES the 
Second that now Reignes : And this is a great work, if we bur 
confider theſe.

A vittorions Army putt up with Succeſſe, 
enzaged by oath and gain againk Him. 7. His loyall Subjects 
rendred uncapable of places of Truſt or Power, Difarmed, Impo- 
veriſhed, Sequeſtrate, Forefaulted, Murdered or Baniſhed, watch- 
ed over, as the Leopard watches the Traveller, Hof. 13.7. fo that 
they were in no capacity to act for Him. $, A rebellious Sub- 
je& Rept up to the Throne, and Zimri-like, advanced himſelf 
by the execrable murder of his Mafter ; he catcht that golden 
Ball, and endeavoured to ſecure it by Power and Policie , andto 
tranſinit it to his Poſterity, ro whom he bequeathedit, but could 
not leave neither his Brain to manage it, nor Gods bleſſing to ſe- 
eure it *. all, and every one of theſe were high Mountains and 
deep gulfs to the eye of naturall reaſon, impatlible gordion knots, 
not eaftly untwifted, and Labyrinths inextricable: but the Moun- 
tains are levelled, the Gulfs filled up, and the Knots untwifted ; 
the Lord who knoweth how to deliver the godly out of temptati- 
ons, 2 Pet. 2. 9. the only wiſe God hath excricited our King, and

He that neither 
flumbers nor ſleeps, was his keeper, and preſerved bts going out, and 
coming in, Plal. 121. 5. 8. and made him glorious by ſalvation, Plal. 
21, 6, 5. -His Majefties conſtant adhering to the Proteſtant 
Truth (notwithſtanding the many and ſtrong tentations to alie- 
nate His heart therefrom ſpeaks: out His admirable excellency : 
Look but upon theſe five tentations. Firſt, How ill was He uſed

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- The third great work God hath done for us , is, the brings 
again our captivity; of which remark but thele ſhorely. ,.FuRt, 
lc was Nationall, for although we were not all exiled, yet we were 
.captivated in our own Lan, like a man Imprifoned in his. own 
Houſe ; and this was a ſoreill. A generous Woman once faid, 
Mallem mille mortes quam tributaria capita circumferre.. , Se: 
condly, It was. of a large extent, reaching to all ranks. Our 
King exiled, our Nobles Impriſoned,. many of ous brethren..cat=. 
ried away, further then from Fudea ro Babylon, even to Barbddo's, 
[. and (ome of the Miniſters of Chrift removed from their own Ns- 
tion and Flocks. Thirdly, Our captivity was fſpiricuall , to fin, 
. impoſed on us by threatning, as was done to the Jews in Babylon. 
We wer threatned and urged to. ſubſcribe their Tender , thereby 
to diſclaim our King and the ancient Goverament of thele Nati- 
on5;and to bow to there 1d9/ of Anarchie and Ulurpation,to,which 
too many readily yeelded : Miniſters were prohibited, upoa .no 
lefle pain, then fiſencing them frem preaching the Goſpel to pray, 
for His Majeſty, a duty that lay upon all by Gods reiterated 
Commands. All commanded to keep dayes of Thankſgiving for 
diſcovery of plots againſt Ulſurpers, which/was a juſtifying of thegy 
in their wicked Ulurpations, and proclaiming to the world, that 
God was well pleaſed with them and their wayes. Fourthly, . It 
reached even to the Church, and Truth of God, the Government 
thereof decreed, as Antichriſtian , her Diſcipline oppoſed and 
flighted ; Religion hazarded; by a vaſt A& ot Toleration, ; her: 
Miniſters flouted ,. and while they were officiating before, God, 
abuſed, her Worſhip interrupted,her Patrimony ſeaſed upon, ſome 
crying out , Let ws take to our ſelves the Houſes of God in poſſeſſi-. 
on, Plal. 83. 12.. her Judicatories interrupted, and Gods Servants 
driven out from the General Afſemblies and made ſpeRticles to 
men and Angels ; but the Lord hath turned away this our Cap= 
tivity, and it 1s his great and glorious doing. ot Lo 
The fourth great work, was the overthrow of the Kings-and 
our Enemies: .
